HE Count Sarmano, Ambaffador of Milan, 
hath feat a Courier tothat City with Ad- 
vice, that the Pope had chofen Montieur 
Archinto, Nuatioin Spain, an Archibifhop 

ae of that City, and fince we underftand, 

that the faid Nuntio is ordered tocome hither from that 

Kingdom, to take Poffeffion of the Archbifhoprick. 

We difcourfe alfo, that the Nuntio’s will be recalled 

from Vienna and France, in order to be made Cardinals. 

Upon the Dsy of the Invention of the Crols, the Pope 

biinfelf Celebrated Mafs, but could not well walk with- 

out fome affiftance, by reafon of fome Fit of the Gout, 

for which reafon he could not approach the Altar, bat 

Read the Dominus Vobifcum fome diftance from it, and 

thereupon gave his Benediction to all the People pre- 
fent. And as his Holinefs is diffwaded by his Phyfict- 

ans, from undertaking a Journey to Nettuno, he hath 
fent Monfieur Orlando, hisChaplain thither, in order to 
make a report, in what State and Condition the Portot 
Arzois. The Duke of Savy hath -publified his Reatons 
jo Priat, why he makes a nomination of the Abbies of 
Pied »ont, as well as thofe of Savoy: But tho the Privi- 
ledge of the former was granted by Pope Nicholas the s, 
in the name of the Duke of Savoy, yet the latter wall 
not be allowed him by any means, by reafon that Pope 
d: i not nominate the Duke of Savoy Prince of Piedmont 
in that Grant, although that Country is ‘the greateft 
part of his Tcrritories; and the Pope wifely forefees, that 
if this favour ‘hould be granted nm, that feveral of the 
Princes of Italy would expett the fame. On Tharfday 
laft the Pope held the ufual Aflembly of the Znquifition, at 
which Cardinal Morigzia was pretent ; and after the 
Councellors for the Religion, who were Summoned, 
went out from thence, they had a Conference of haif 
an Hour with the Pope and Cardinals ; and before they 
feparated, another Affembly was held with the Cardi- 
nals, ¢rc. about the Miffionaries to be feat to India. 

Genona, May 9. Ali our Gallies, which conduéted 
the Venetian Ambaffudor to MarfeiJes, are returned hi- 
ther. This Minifter hath made a Prefent to the Cap- 
tain of the Gally which carried him thither, of a Chain 
of Gold of 50 Piftoles; he hath alfo given 14 Piltoles 
to each Subaltern Officer, and 2 Crowns to each Slave. 
Our laft Advices from Provence, confirm, that they are 
Equipping the greateft part of the Frenci Gallies at 
Ata jeilles, and 8 Men ot War at Toulon, but on what 
defign isnot known. The Prince of Monaco continues 
itill indifpofed with the Gour. 

Venice, May 1§. On Monday Morning laft we had a 
very great Storm of Thunder and Lightning here,which 
continued for about hulf an Hour, and was accompanied 
with a Shower of Hail of an-extraordinary bignefs, which 
hath wholly fpoiled all the Fruit Trees for fome Miles 
round. The fame Day the Noble Peter Bragadin made 
his publick Entry here, fn Qualily of Procurator of St. 
Mark, with great fplendor and magniftcence. The 
Convoy defigned for the Levant will very foon put to 
Sea: We have lately received Letters from theace, but 
they bring no other News, but that the Convoy, which 
filed from hence on the roth of Feéruary laft, was hap- 
pily arrived at Napoli di Romania. 

trancfort, May 20. The Reform of our Troops is 


adjourned for fome time. Monfieur Klock, Syndick of . 
this City, and Monfieur Guntenroth the Councellor, are 
gone this Morning for Cologn,to affift at the Conferences 
which will be held there on the account of the Com- 
merce. The Baron Schonborn, Commander of the Order 
of Maltha, is gone to Mayence, to Concert with the Ele- 
ctor of that Name, but is to return againin a few Days, 
to hold a new Chapter, in which feveral Knights of the 
Order will be created. Monfieur Valkenter, Envoy 
from the States General of the United Provinces, is gone 
to Stutgard, to agree with the Duke of Wirtemberg the 
Conditions on which he will receive a certain number of 
French Proteftantsinto his Country, who have left Swi/- 
ferland.. 200 of thefe Poor People are atrived at Rifel- 
heim. The Man and Woman lately mentioned to have 
been feized here by the Magiftrates, on fufpition of 
committing a Murder, were Examined Yefterday by 4 
Deputies of the Council of this City, when they pofitive- 
ly denied that they were Confciousof the Murder of 
which they were accufed, but many are of the Opinion, 
that they are Guilty of it, by reafon they found the 
Plate and Money about them, which was Stollen after 
this Murcer. Among other Conditions that the Landt- 
grave of Heffe Cafj2l grants the Vaudow, who come to res 
fide in his Country, thefe are fome which follow. That 
they fhall have a full Liberty to Exercife the Religion 
they Profefs according to their Confciences, in the 
French, Italian or German Language. That they thall 
declare their defigned places of Preaching, which halk 
be approved of by his Electoral Highnefs and his Coun- 
cil. That the Synods or General Affemblies fhall be 
held according to their own Sentiments. That thofe 
who are already arrived, and others expetted, fhall en- 
joy their own Church Government and Difcipline. That 
for iupporting of Juftice, they may erect a Temporal 
Council, contifting of Burghermafters, Senators, and 
fuch other Perfons as they fhall adjudge neceffary, who 
fhall have Power to pafs Sentence on all Fines, not ex- 
ceeding 50 Gilders without Appeal, and fhall alfo pro- 
nounce judgment in Criminal Cafes, but the fame fhalf 
not be Executed without the Approbation of his Eleéta- 
tal Highnefs, who referves to himfelf the Power of ex- 
tenuating or augmenting the Matter, and of giving Par- 
dons. That they fhall be capable of enjoying ail Of- 
fices and Priviledges, which may be proper for them. 
That they fhall be: exempted from Quartering any Sol- 
diers forts Years. That they fhall hold free Church- 
Afiemblies, and their ufual manner of Funerals. That 
they fhall Exercife all manner of Handicraft Trades. 
That they may Build Villages in the Lands of Areilyheim, 
Merfelden and Rufjelfhetm, and that their Houfes fhall be 
free fgom Taxes for 15 Years. 

Stockholm, May 13. The Sieur Galetzhi, Ambafladcr 
from Poland, had this Evening his Audience of Leave of 
tic King, the Queen, and the Princefs, ia the fame man- 
ner as at hisfirft coming: He is to have the ufual Pre« 
fents given to Ambafladors, having received the fame 
Honour as Baron Juel did, to have his Propofals very 
well approved and accepted of.
